« OBEY.’ 


SUPERFLUOUS WORD IN 


MARRIAGE SERVICE. 
W HAT a tremendous fuss there has 


always been about the much discussed 

and much contested use of the word 
“obey” in the Marriage Service. There 
have been instances where women have felt 
so strongly on the subject that they have 
refused point-blank to utter the word in 
their marriage ceremony. 

Others have ised to ‘‘ obey” though 
seethin sateedly with rebellion at the time. 
There have been countless jokes on the word 
and endless controversy. Revisions and 
alterations of the Prayer Book are soon to be 
discussed, but we read in a recent issue that 
“women of advanced views are keenly dis- 
appointed by the National Assembly's sug- 
gestion tof retain the promise by wives to 
‘obey’ their husbands. ' 

After all, does it much matter whether the 
word “ obey ” is deleted or not? The average 
married woman has probably forgotten long 
since whether the word was in the Marriage 
Service or not. She obeys her husband (some- 
times) for various reasons.

WALLPAPERS.

ANUARY usually sees the issue oí new 
wallpaper pattern books for the year. 
These are now out, and the low prices 

therein contained have come 4s a pleasant 
surprise to those anticipating decorating. 
Many decorators consider them to be very 
little higher than pre-war, and, seeing that the 
ublic is showing much discrimination in what 
it spends, owing to its limited spending 
capacity, demanding good value for money, it 
would ‘seem that the wallpaper trade has 
specially adapted itself to meet this circum- 
stance. In view of the present price of paper, 
which shows a tendency to harden, this Fact 
is all the more remarkable. 

There is every indication that the English 
manufacturers have greatly improved the de- 
sign, colour and quality of their productions, 
and, at the same time, by the introduction 
of improved methods of manufacture and by 
lower margins all round, it has been found 
possible to greatly reduce prices. It is satis- 
factory to note that this reduction has been 

assed on to the public, and the consumer 

nefits from this state of affairs. 

An interesting feature in respect of design 
in the wallpaper trade is that, unlike pre-war 
conditions, nearly all the designs shown are 
of British origin, the foreign element having 
been superseded to a large extent by English 
designers.

FURTHER EVIDENCE BY 
DEFENDANTS. 

In the King’s Bench Division yesterday, 
before Mr. Justice Pim and a city special 
jury, the hearing was resumed of the action 
for £10,132 17s.

DUBLIN “100 YEARS! 


BEHIND THE TIMES. 


SURVEY NEEDED BEFORE 
RECONSTRUCTION. 


— 
PROF. ABERCROMBIE ON 
IRISH PESSIMISM. 
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That Dublin is 100 years behind the times 
in civic development, and that destruction, 
when it lit on the city, did not light on the 
areas one would like to see destroyed, were 
pointe Frade by Professor Patrick Abercrombie, 
of the School of Civic Design, of Liverpool 
University, speaking yesterday at a meeting 
of the Dublin Rotary Club and before the 
Civic Institute of Ireland in the Mansion 
House. 

Addressing the members of the Rotary Club, 
Professor Abercrombie said that since was 
in Dublin six years ago one felt that there 
was a more pessimistic outlook amongst the 
people one met here, but across the water the 
people still retained their optimism for Ire- 
land, and felt that the people of this country 


. would get free from their troubles in a very 


much shorter time than'óbhey believed at the 
moment. (Applause.) 

A very necessary thing that should precede 
any plan for building or reconstruction was 
what they called a civic survey: a survey or 
study of the town, so that they would have 
large, definite data on which to formulate their 
ideas or suggestions; a survey which would re- 
call the existing state of affairs, out of which 
certain facts were presented in a much more 
graphic way than they at first appeared 
Something like that was wanted in Dublin. 
They would have to have it sometime: they 
could not go on with all the slums they at 
present had in existence; and when they were 
going to clear out that area, they would have 
to have this survey. 

They had not a Town Planning Act in 
Dublin, but he imagined they would have to 
have one. Town planning meant that a 
zoning plan w@uld be prepared, and people 
would have to conform to this plan and to 
the artificial restrictions on the freedom of 
the individual. Town planning meant largely 
increasing these restrictions, and he thought 
that they would agree that these restrictions 
should not be arbitrarily im in any 
doctrinaire way that would kill the prosperity 
of a district 

The only satisfactory way in which they 
could reconcile the older method, in which 
they had the benefit of the individual. needs 
of the manufacturer, and the new one, which 
decided that certain — should be done 
in certain places, was to have a careful and 
thorough study of the existing state of the 
town—what the town had been in the past, 
and what was right.to do in the future. It 
seemed to him that the only way to proceed 
satisfactorily in the future was to study the 
past, and encourage evolution. 

A survey would not only show up all the 
bad housing areas, but would lead the way 
of showing the tendencies to development in 
the differegt directions, andy show whether 
they shoul be curbed or encouraged; and 
that, he thought, would lead enormously to 
the prosperity of the foture. 

He had studied Dublin a great deal, and 
he was still uncertain which was the natura! 
area for their industries. A very careful con- 
sideration to show if there was a tendency 
to group their industries or spread them, 
would be of the greatest service, and would 
give a very much better basis on which to 
criticise and study the actval plan A 
survey must be one which be 
useful to them all to study, and which would 
give them an idea of the needs of the citizens. 
Town-planning was, after all, common-sense 
applied to the benefit of the community. 

If this survey were begun now they would 
not find that their time had been wasted. 
The city had been damaged so much that they 
must go in for a large measure of reconstruc- 
tion, and his advice was to be prepared before- 
hand for the work which would have to be 
undertaken. 

MELANCHOLY DILAPIDATION. 

Mr. H. O'Roarke, City Architect, proposed 
a vote of thanks to Professor Abercrombie, 
and said that the City of Dublin to-day was 
in a state of widespread and melancholy di- 
lapidation, and he was doing what he could 
to alter that lamentable condition of things. 
He asked if they could not do for Dublin 
what Germany had done for her cities w.thin 
living memory. 

The Rev. Randall Phillips, who seconded, 
seid he was sure that Professor Abercrombie 
had in mind the moral importance as well 
as the material importance of the subject. 
They could not expect to turn out anything 
but a class “C 3” population from slums, 
and he hoped that when plans were being 
made in connection with their outstanding 
buildings this important matter of the slums 
would not be lost sight of. 

The motion was supported by 
speakers, and unanimously passed .

A COMPARISON FOR DUBLIN. 


At his lecture before the Civic Institute, 
in the Mansion House, Professor Abercrombie 
took as his subject “‘ An example cf Survey 
Work in relation to the problems of Dublin, ' 

Lady Aberdeen introduced the lecturer, and 
recalled that the Institute was founded in 
connection with the Civic Exhibition of 1914. 
No one, she continued, could live in Dublin 
for some years without being impressed with 
the inherent beauty of the city and with its 
great possibilities, and at the same time feel- 
ing overwhelmed by the realisation oí the um- 
possible conditions under which so many of 
its citizens were obliged to liye. 

Professor Abercrombie’s lecture was illus- 
trated by a series of diagrams, noting the 
features of a survey of the City of Sheffield. 
He explained how each diagram told a story 
of the ' machinery” and life in a town, and tis 
progress. The principal point in connection 
with a survey was that it had a two-fold 
object. There was the object of gettirfp to- 
gether the facts upon which the technical man 
could work, and the other. object—an equally 
important one—of putting the citizers in com- 
plete possession of the facts of the case, 80 
that they might have a thoreugh value of the 
town-plaen. 

A survey, the lecturer continued, wae 
divided into «ix main headings—({1) The 
physical character of a town, (2) the housing 
question, (5) the health and the density-of the 
population, (4) industrial survey, (5) busi- 
ness survey, and (6) communications. 

He and the others who took part in the 
survey of Sheffield thoroughly investigated 
the conditions of housing, and found that the 
chief evil lay in the fact that back-to-back 
houses predominated. Professor Abercrombie 
then spoke in detail n the survey in rela- 
tion to the problems Dublin, ~

NEW TRIAL REFUSED.

the Master of the Rolls, Lord Justice Ronan 
and Lord Justice O’Connor, the arguments 
concluded in the new trial motion appeal, 
brought on behalf of the defendants in the 


case of Somers vy. South Dublin Rural District | 
Council, who sought to have the verdict and | 


judgment for £785, with costs, entered for 


the plaintiff by Mr. Justice Samuels at the | 


trial of the action before him and a city 
special jury, set aside. 

The action, which has been tried three 
times, was bronght by Mr. Joseph P. Somers, 
building contractor, of Clondalkin. (0. 
Dublin, to recover damages, laid at £3,498, 
for alleged breach of contract with reference 
to the erection of two sets of labourers’ 
cottages, in the district of Crumlin, the con- 
tract having been entered into in 1915. The 
defence was substantially a traverse of tlie 
alleged cause of action. Their lordshins gave 
judgment without calling on counsel for the 
plaintiff. 

The Master of the Rolls, in his judgment 
confirming the judgment entered in the court 
below, stated that Mr. Justice Samuels said 
in his report that the special jury that tried 
the case was an extremely competent one; 
that they heard the case very carefully, and 
that he thoroughly approved of the findings 
of the jury. 

Lords Justices Ronan and O’Connor con- 
curred. 

Lord Justice O’Connor commented severely 
on the protracted litigation in which thou- 
sands of pounds in costs were involved. The 
case could have heen settled by arbitration 
for a comparatively small sum. The Rural 
District Council had only themselves to blame 
for the protractéd proceedings, and he honed 
that other public bodies would take warning 
by this case.

“] can assure you it would be the happiest 
moment of my life if I were in a position to 
convey to you definitely that executions were 
. I would willingly give the re- 
maining years of my life to see this unfor- 
tunate fight terminated. 

“ The day your Council passed this resolu- 
tion I made representations to the Army 
Council, pointing out that, as the result oí 
the peaceful state of Kerry in general, | 
considered that the five men under sentence 
of death should be reprieved. But, in jug 
tice to my dead comrades, seeing the 
mangled remains of the two heroic railway- 
men who gave their lives to feed the people 
of Tralee, I would fail in my duty to the 
people, and prove false to the men under 
my command if I asked the Government to 
stay their hand. 

“Executions will stop when train-wrecking, 
murder, and highway robbery cease, and 
when the people you represent and work for 
are allowed to enjoy the freeddm they sacri- 
ficed so much for. I will certainly do all in 
my power to stop executions. I pray to 
God that executions will cease. 

“ I sincerely hope that the train wreckers 
now realises where their crimes are leading 
them. The power to stop executions does 
not rest with me—it absolutely resta with 
the train wreckers. 

“When the people of Ireland, at « free 
election, vote in favour of a truce with the 
murderers of Sean Hales, Emmet McGarry, 
end the train wreckers, I will then have 
finished serving the people of Ireland. Until 
that dav comes, my life ie the property of the 
people.”

NEWS SUMMARY. 


IRELAND. 


On Saturday night armed men burned 
Ballygassan House, Count Louth, the 
residence of the County Sub-Sheriif. 

Tinode House, the residence of Colonel 
Maude, in County Dublin, was burned to 
the ground yesterday at two o’clock by 
armed men, who ordered Mrs. Maude and 
her friends out before they had time to 
dress. 

Dr, George Sigerson has resigned his 
membership of the Free State Senate in 
consequence of a threat in a letter to burn 
his house if he continued to remain a 
member of the Assembly. 

Armed men last night exploded an 
incendiary bomb or mine in the house of 
Mr. Hugh Kennedy, K.C., Legal Adviser 
to the Irish Free State, Waterloo place, 
Dublin.

A Grim Struggle. 

The news from the Rhineland has no 
hopeful feature. Yesterday the French 
invaded Baden and occupied the two im- 
portant towns of Offenburg and Appen- 
weier. Thus they control the railway 
systems and are able to cut off supplies 
of coal from other parts of industrial 
Germany. The only practical success that 
has been achieved by this extension of 
the occupied area is that a supply of 
coke has been secured for a few of the 
idle blast farnaces in Alsace and Lorraine. 
The occupation has been accompanied by 
the usual crop of unpleasant “incidents.” 
Obdurate officials have been arrested, the 
telephone and telegraph services have been 
seized, and proclamations have been issued. 
All these steps are calculated to inflame 
public opinion and to increase the bitter- 
ness which the average German feels 
towards France. As a means of enforcing 
the payment of reparations they are use- 
less; their chief result is to chokeGerman 
trade and make it impossible for the 
country to make payments of any kind 
for many a year to come. The tide ol 
unemployment is rising steadily not merely 
in the occupied territory, but in every 
province, Factories are closing for want 
of coal, and the unhappy workpeople, 
without the wherewithal to buy food and 
clothing, are being driven over the verge 
of despair. France, of course, has 
reckoned upon all this; she has weighed 
the consequences of “sanctions ' and be 
lieves that, sooner or later, she will 
compel the German Government to bow 
to her will. Faith in the scheme, how- 
ever, has been somewhat shaken by the 
woeful lack of success during the last four 
weeks: The application of “ sanctions’ 
is all right when it produces quick and 
but when, es in this 
case, it that the two

ance, the taxpayers in the aggressive 
country are apt to become restive. 

It is conceivable that in the course of 
time France may squeeze all the coal that | 
she wants out of the Ruhr. She will, 
however, pay for it at an exceedingly high 
rate. An army of about 90,000 men is 
engaged in tlie occupation, and it must 
be maintained on a war footing. More 
over, as France has seized the aiministra- 
tive machine in the area, she must 
provide the necessities of life for tHe civil 
population. Already she has expended a 
sum of about £500,000, and as the months 
pass and further districts are invaded the 
figure is likely to increase. France, of 
course, bears her debts lightly. Demands 
for payment are met with a polite intime- 
tion that she is not in a position to pay. 
What is sauce for the goose is sauce for 
the gander, and the individual treats the 
tax collector with the same indifference 
as the State treats its creditors. There is 
a deficit of something like £350,000,000 in 
this year’s Budget, but nobody is greatly 
about it. These conditions, 
however, cannot continue indefinitely. 
Sooner or later, the State must put its 
finances in order and the individual must 
meet the States demands, In view of 
that fact the taxpayer. has cause for 
uneasiness in the expenditure on the 
Rhineland venture. Last Wednesday the 
pound was worth 80.50 francs, and then 
there was a rapid recovery until last 
Saturday the rate wae 72.70. Since 
then, however, there has been an upward 
movement, and last night’s quotation was 
74.50. Belgian currency moved in sym- 
pathy. All this indicates that speculation 
is rife and that some sections of the money 
market at least, expect a decided fall in 
the value of the franc. If the occupation 
of the Rhineland is continued for a long 
period—some meseages from Paris say 
that it will last five years, if necessary— 
their expectations are likely to be ful- 
filled. The one hope is that before long 
France will show a more accommodating 
mood and cease to ignore the convincing 
arguments of her Allies in favour of a| 
more moderate course. |

A Civic Survey. 


Professor Patrick Abercrombie’s admir- 
able lectures to the Dublin Rotary Club 
and the Civics Institute yesterday will be | 
read with much pleasure by all those who | 
have the interests of Dublin 
Professor Abercrombie, who holds the) 
Chair of Civic Design at Liverpool Univer- | 
sity, is one of Britain’s foremost experts | 
on town planning, and the object of his | 
visit to Dublin was to impress on its 
inhabitants the importance of a civic 
survey. In the olden days a town just 
happened. Sometimes, as in the case of 
some of Europe's beautiful old cities, the 
inhabitants possessed a high degree of 
artistic culture and avoided architectural 
monstrosities. In the majority of cases 
houses, factories, shops and -public build- 
ings were simply fltng together, with the | 
result that in Ireland and England to-day 
there are probably more ugly and un- 
economic towns than in any other part of | 
Europe. Within recent years, however, 
modern science has come to the rescue, 
and now throughout Christendom town | 
planning has been reduced toa fine art. On 
the Continent, and especially in Germany, 
every new building’ in a town follows a 
general scheme. There is no such thing 
as haphazard enterprise. Every new 
house or factory bears a definite relation 
to every other building. Towns are 
divided into zones by a civic survey. Every 
street is modelled on a well considered 
plan. <A strict, althongh not an arbitrary, 
limit is set to the freedom of the individual 
builder, and the result is that towns like 
Cologne, Hamburg, and Mumich are the 
admiration of the world. Withont a civie 
survey as the first step no town can hope 
to achieve architectural unity, or to pro 
mote hygienic conditions among its in- 
habitants.’ Dublin in these respects is a 
hundred years behind the times. 

In the words. of the City Architeet, 
Dublin to-day presents a spectacle of 
“widespread and melancholy delapida- 
fion.” Many of its finest buildings have 
been destroyed by fire and shell, and a 
large part of Sackville street has been 
razed to the ground. Apart altogether 
from this aspect of the case, onr slums 
ere, probably, the worst in Europe, 
Thousands of unfortunate people are 
forced to live among conditions of the 
most appalling equalor, end their whole 
moral fibre ie being ruined by their enr- 
roundings. As Professor Abercrombie 
said, A civie survey must be taken somes

scheme of general reconstruction, The 
new Dublin must be better than the old. 
The slums must be abolished, or at any 
rate reduced, to an ‘absolute minim m. 
There must be no more architectural 
horrors such as those which have been 
allowed of recent years to mar the beauty 
of some of our most elegant thoroughfares. 
Schemes are on foot for the creation of a 
'“ Greater Dublin,” but before they can 
be expected to bear fruit a civic survey 
must be taken. The new Dublin mnst not 
be allowed to develop by shance. The 
people have a splendid opportunity of 
building for themselves a city of which 
everybody can be proud, and the inherent 
beauty of Dublin will be of enormons ad- 
vantage to the builders. A civic survey 
would supply the people, as well as the 
experts, with data of enormous value. It 
not only would expose the bad features of 
the city, but aleo would indicate the way 
towards their elimination. We welcome Pro- 
fessor Abercrombie’s visit, and hope that 
it will have the desired result.  lreland 
already has broken with the past in many 
ways. The institution of modern methods 
of town-planning would be a real sign of 
healthy progress. 


“ Dirty Dublin.”’ 

Yesterday after an interesting discussion 
the. Dublin Corporation adopted the report 
of the Streets Committee. This report is 
based on a visit which was made recently 
by a deputation to several towns in Great 
Britain and the Continent. Within the 
past year, as the people of Dublin will 
have noticed, motor-sweepers have been 
introduced, and the Streets Committee 
proposes to augment this new machinery 
and supplement it with better methods 
and more adequate supervision. It has 
made certain recommendations as a result 
of the experience which was gained in 
other cities, and the Corporation was in- 
formed yesterday that the reforms which 
it suggested would cost the municipality 
the sum of £30,000. This year it proposes 
to spend £10,000 on the streets, and 
declares that their condition can be im- 
proved enormously. We welcome any pro- 
posals which are likely to get rid of some 
of the dirt and mud which are such an 
ugly feature of the city’s streets. £10,000 
is a large sum of money, and the Dublin 
Corporation cannot afford to be generous 
in its expenditure. Nevertheless, cleaner 
streets would raise the credit of the city, 
while there is no doubt that their present 
condition leaves much to be desired. The 
new motor-sweepers are admirable inno- 
vations; but, unfortunately, sa Mr. 
McIntyre pointed out yesterday, all the 
mud which they collect cannot be removed 
by the existing methods. The result. is 
that the gutters often are in a filthy state. 
and the last condition of the streets is 
even worse than the first. If the money is 
spent economically, and if proper super- 
vision is kept over the work, the result 
will justify the expenditure. Nothing is 
more detrimental to a city than dirty 
streets, and our people onght never to 
rest content until “dirty Dublin” is a 
thing of the past.

Summer Time. 


“Summer time’’ has become an annmal 
problem. Britain stabilised her position 
last year by passing the Darlifht Saving 
Act, under which the Home Secretary has 
power to switch the hands of all the clocks 
in the country backwards and forwards 
as he thinks fit. Other countries, how- 
ever, have hesitated to take such a plunge, 
and with them the old arguments must 
be repeated before a decision can be 
reached. The French farmers hope to 
secure a victory over the townsmen this 
year. Their agents have been busy, and 
the Government is so divided on the ques- 


| tion that so far M. Poincaré has hesitated 


to make en official announcement. His 
tefusal to make a decision has been a 
source of worry to the British railway 
companies. Time-tables cannot be com- 
piled im a day; they reqnire the most 
careiyl thought and arrangement, and 
must be in the printers’ hands a con- 
siderable time before they become opera- 
tive. Those for April have been sent to 
the printers on the assumption that M. 
Poincaré will decide to give the country 
the benefit of an extra hour of sunlight: 
If, however, the French Premier does not 
take that course, trayellers will have the 
unpleasant experience of waiting for an 
hour or so at Calais or Boulogne before 
they can continue their journey. The Free

“How the Population has 
been Hit.

DUSSELDORF, Monday. 


HERE is not a working man’s home, or 

a middle class family in the Ruhr, that 

is not hit by the Allied occupation. 
While the French continue to apply sanctions 
and to devise new ones, the population, except 
from the point of view of its resistance or its 
acquiescence, has hardly figured in anyones 
mind: 

The alarming rise in food prices, and the 
threatened scarcity following on the disloca- 
tion of railway traffic, must now bring it into 
the picture. 

Behind the stereoty assurance that 
normal conditions prevail lies the undoubted 
fact that hundreds and thousands of house- 
holds are trying to make ends meet by the 
most distressfal devices. 

The plunge of the mark since the French 
arrival has raised prices to such an extent 
that a month’s wages are easily spent in ten 
days, and by the time wages can be raised 
meat, margarine and milk have all soared 
again, ee the mark has fallen once more. 

When I came here three weeks ago I was 
iven 90,000 marks for £1. To-dey Í received 
£25,000. sey 
When a foreigner finde his bill in marks at 
a restaurant more than double that of yester- 
day, he can change pounds or dollars, and not 
be a pfennig the worse. Other people, when 
prices go up in the market, most buy less or 
go without. No wonder the fluctuation of the 
exchange is watched. The people's food may 
depend on it. a 

I tried this morning at several provision 
merchants to obtain some idea of the diffi- 
culties of a working-class househoid im 
apending a week's income. Later at the Town 

all I was able to get official figures. 

The following are the prices of six chief 
articles of consumption taken from the official 
lists for the first half of January and for 
Janpary ál. I have not mentioned butter, be- 
cause that has ceased to figure, except only 
on a few tables :—

Wages follow ptices eventually, but alway 
after an interval of deprivation. At the office of 
the Gewerkschafscartel, the Secretary to-day 
told me that the weekly wage of metal, wood, 
and transport workers might be figured at 
/8.000, 75,4, and 65,000 marks, respectively. 

The price of a ponnd of meat divided into 
any of theese sums will give an idea of what 
they meán to s family with, say, three 
children. 

Children particularly are suffering from the 
milk famine in the region. It is far easier 
for a stranger to get champagne here than 
milk. ‘he latter 1s strictly rationed for the 
population, and sick people have great diffi- 
culty to obtain it. 

Before the war upwards of 120,000 litres 
came into the town every day. The figures 
for October and November show that only 
2,000 litres were being received. Now, for 
a population of 450,000, the daily sapply does 
not exceed 12,000 litres. 

It is reserved for nursing mothers, infants, 
and hospitals. Practically no milk is being 
produced here. It is being brought from the 
north towards the Dutch frontier. It ia, 
therefore, easy to understand the fear inspired 
by any threatened extension of the rai way 
trouble. 


WOMEN AS INSPECTORS 
OF TAXES. 


ANOTHER BAN RAISED, 


From OUR Own Cornresrorvert. 
LONDON, Monday, 

Women are to be given the opportunity of 
becoming Inspectors of Taxes. The Civil 
Service Commissioners have decided that at 
the Jaly examination oí candidates for the 
post of Assistant Inspector of Taxes women 
may sit on 4n equality with men. 

is is an entirely new regulation, as 
hitherto women have been excluded from 
oficial positions in the Inland Revenue De- 
pertment. 

The stipulation is made, however, that 
women candidates mnst have been whole-time 
students at a University, and they must be 
neminated by the authorities of such Univer- 


sity. 
fe was officially stated to-day that if a 
woman is successful at the examination and 


is admitted to the service there is no reason 


why she shouki not ultimately be eligible 
for an Inspectorship, or even become a Senior 
Inapector. 

The present salary of an Assistant Inspector 
begins at £130 and rises to £350 a year, and 
Inspectors are paid £250, rising to £500. 

Salaries of higher grade Inspectors increase 
from £550 to £700, and those of seniors from 
£7X to £900. 

No salaries have been fixed yet for women, 
but it is stated thet they will probably be on 
the same scales as those for men. ;

NEWS FROM THE RUHR.

THE HAGUE, Monday. 

In spite of recent developments in Ger- 
many, and rumours that the Monarchists are 
again planning action, I learn that no special 
guerd is being kept over the Ár, 
Prince, who-is at present staying at Doorn. 

He is officially in the custody of the 
Burgomsster of Wieringen, but he is. im 
reality, free to-go where he wishes. There 
is, however, no indication that “ Little 
Willie ” is plotting to take advantage of 
the present dislocation of Germany to return 
to the Fatherland. 

All the Hohenzollerns now in Doorn evince 
the greatest interest in the Ruhr situation, 
and a bookseller has orders to send the Dutch 
newspapers to the castle immediately upon 
their arrival in the village. . 

The Ruhr news is immediately translated 
to. the ex-Kaiser, while the family stands 
around in an eagerly, listening circle.

The 
French are particnlarly srrprised that points 
in the Treaty, chiefly interesting to the 
French, not to the British, were chosen as the 
point of disagreement. 

Fecondly. satisfaction is expressed that the 
Allied solidarity has heen firmly maintained, 
failure at Lausanne being regarded as a blese- 
ine in disgnise if it serves as a cement of 
Anglo-French anity. The report that the 
Tarks at the last moment offered Lord Carzon 
a separate peace, which his lordship courtly 
refused, is most favourably commented on 
here. 

The third point in the French attitude is 
that there is no tendercy to take the sitna- 
tion tragically, and no talk of the imminence 
of war, but general confiden a that the 
Allies, standing resolutely tog: oer, can stil! 
bring the Turks to reason bv strong diplo- 
matic pressure. 

M. POINCARE ON SITUATION. 

In a statement to a representative of the 
Havas Ageney. M. Poincaré, the Prime 
Minister. declared that he would await the re 
port of M. Bomnard, the chief French dele- 
gate, before coming to a decision. 

It waa necessary to eludicate the rather 
mysterious reasons which had caused the 
Turks to refuse to agree to the jadicial 
régime for foreigners, the qnuertion being one 
of secondary importance. The method did 
not especially concern France, but ail the 
Allies. 

M. Poincaré said that he had used his 
ntmost efforts to bring Mustapha Keme! to 
eign the Treaty. The French Delegetion had 
maintained the closest contect with the 
British and Italian representatives, and sup- 
ported the British claime in s:egard to 
Karagatch and Gallipoli. 

Umity among the Allies remained & neces- 
sity. Good sense commanded that the con- 
versations should be resumed. War must be 
avoided in the East. 

On the question of the capitulations, it be- 
hoved the Allies to come to an understand- 
ing on the matter between themselves, and

The death is announced here today of Mr. 
Henry Edward Pellew, who last August 
succeeded to the title of Viscount Exmouth. 
The deceased, who was 95 years of age, had 
retained his American citizenship. The heir 
to the Viscountcy is his son, Mr. Charles 
Ernest Pellew, a well-known chemist. 

Mr. Henry Edward Pellew. was born at 
Spe em ene | Ps 1828, the son of the Hev. 
George Peile® Dean of Norwich, and a grand- 
son of the firet Viscount. He went to America 
in 1873, and soon began to take a prominent 
part in social and philanthropic work. 

With the late Mr. Roosevelt he organised 
the New York Bureau of Charities, which 
provided the means tor establishing night 
refugees, coffee houses, tenement houses, etc., 
for poor people. 7 L; 

On succeeding to the Viscountcy year 
he was in a weak state of health, and de- 
clined to assume the title, announcing that 
he intended to spend the rest of his jife in 
Washington. 

He wished to renounce the title allogether 
in favour of his son, but that was found to 
be legally impossible. 

His son, who now succeeds, ia Mr. Charles 
Ernest Pellew, a former professor of chemistry 
at Columbia University. 

He announced at the time of his father’s 
suecession that he would occupy the family 
seat near Newton Abbot, Devon (re-erected 
siter a fire in 1912), as his father’s agent, 
and if he liked life in England, he would 
renounce his American citizenship on his 
father’s death, assume the title, and git in 
the Honse of Lords. 

The late Viscount married firat an American 
lady, the daughter of Judge Jav, of New 
York, and on her death married her sister.

French troops have invaded Baden. Ofien- 
burg and Appenweier, two of the most im- 
portant towns in Baden, controlling the coal 
transport to South Germany and. Switzerland, 
and, incidertally, the international trains to 
France and CzechoSlovakia, are occupied by 
the military. 

The movement was secretly carried out, 
bat the German representative at Coblence 
was informed of the action simultaneonsiy. 
The reports at first spread alarm throughout 
Berlin, owing to lack of official news. 

With Offenburg and Appenweier in their 
hands, the French have thus cut off the coal 
transport to Bavaria, Baden, Switzerland, 
and Italy, and obtained a coke supply for 
the blast furnaces of Alsace Lorraine, where 
the fires have been drawn. . 

The Germans hoped to keep Lorraine coa!- 
less, and they regarded this fact as one of 
their greatest trump cards in the passive re 
sislance game. 

One of the Secretaries of State of the Baden 
Government gave me the following details 
over the telephone :— 

*‘Offenburg and Appenweier are each occn- 
pied by ome regiment of French infantry. 
Cavalry preceded the advance. Shortly after 
the arrival the railway stations were seized. 

“The French General then visited the 
Burgomast¢r at Offenburz, and declared that’ 
it was a peaceful occupation, made as sanc- 
tions, for two reasons: because the Germans 
were hindering the passage of international 
trains, thereby violating the. Versailles 
Treaty, and second for the reason of the cual 
stop paze. ;

LUXOR SCENES; 
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Feom A Speci, CoRRESPOXDNXT, 
LUXOR, Monday. 
This has been another glorious day of 
brightest sunshine, with a cool breese en- 
turely free from sand, making the ride up 
the Valley of the Kings most enjoyable, and 
the wait on the tomb ‘parapet very pleasant. 
There was a very good attendance, and 
the day should have been a busy one wit- 
bessing important removals. Unce again, 
however, official visitors interrupted. ibe 
work, those admitted being the famuy of His 
Excellency. Tewfik Rifaat Pasha, Minster 
of Communications, including several Egyp- 
tian ladies, stylishly dressed with beautiiul 
shawls. 
Nevertheless, some most interesting articles 
were removed. Noticeable among them was 
a tray, containing numerous pieces of gilded 
wood, which aroused general curiosity. These 
were parts of the movable canopy provided 
for the King when on excursions in the 
desert or elsewhere. [t was erected over 
him as a shelter when he rested. — 
[t is of wood, gilded and heavily decorated 
in colours. It 1s made to take to pieces. In 
fact, it was in pieces, excepting one section, 
which clearly showed the design of the 
framework. 
Another noteworthy object was a mannikin. 
It was a life-size model of the King’s head 
and bust, without arms, and is a portrait of 
the Kihg, with a Crown of finest chiselled 
and painted gilt. The natural appearance of 
the features struck every one. It was used 
for trying on the King’s robes, and is in the 
most perfect condition. 
There was another chariot wheel, similar 
to the others already removed, but having 
portions of gold plating. still hanging to ihe 
rim. 
There was also a second chariot. ~ This 
was larger than the previous one, bot in a 
most. dilapidated condition, only the frame- 
work being intact. It had to be strongly 
bandaged before removal. With it were 
various fragments, which it is hoped to Ge 
able to put together eventually. 
Various other objects were taken ont, in- 
cluding some baskets for fruit (one being a 
large circular-like tray, and partitioned like 
a modern Aore d’auvree dish). There was 
also another horse-hair fly whisk, with a 
leopard-headed bronze handle. 
The lid of an alabaster box was brought 
out. It bears an inlaid protoco! of the King, 
and on either side a large bouquet, and is in 
excellent condition and of the finest, work- 
manship. | 
You have already had accounts of the 
King’s Throne or Chair of State, which is re- 
cognised as, perhaps, the most important 
item among the entire contents of the tomb. 
Now, as cleaned and treated in the laboratory, 
its beauties are becoming more apparent, and 
it is possible to give a more accurate descrip- 
tion of many of its details. 
Thus I have described the scene depicted on 
the back of the throne, where the King, 
seated with his legs crossed, gives his hand to 
the Queen, who is standing. The faces and 
the exposed fleshy parts of the body are most 
beautifully modelled. In a former message it 
was conjectured that these were made of 
carnelian, but, really, they seem to be semi- 
opaque darkish red glaze. 
The parts of his costame which hook like 
extraordinarily fine inlaying are now seen to 
be painting overlaid with erystal. The 
Queen’s dress ie made of silver, and by her 
side is a most, curious and charming bouquet, 
inlaid with semi-precious etones, standing on 
a table. The seat is a pattern of blue gold 
and white mosaic squares, inset in diagonal 
lines. : 
The general material of the throne, as pre- 
viously stated, is wood, covered with a plating 
of thin gold, and there are finely-carved 
lions’ heads at the ends. The arms ate of 
thin gold over modelled wood. 
Below the arms is a uraeus (sacred serpent}, 
which is partly of glass, with a crown of 
Egypt in silver. i i 
The most curious detail of all, however, 15 
that at the side of the arms is the King’s 
early name, Tutankhaton, formed by the in- 
laying of semi-precious etones and glass. 
The cartouches elsewhere worked into the 
gold plating have evidently been altered, and 
show the later name, Tutankhamen, and it 1s 
interesting to speculate as to why the early 
heretical name was allowed to remain in one 
place, but certainly the change, from the 
nature and character of the materials, woul 
have been more difficult to make. 
A good deal of treatment is stil] necessary 
before it will be safe to send the throne even 
by water to Cairo, but it is constantly being 
brought nearer to its original brilliance, and 
Lord Carnarvon considers it “ one of the most 
marvellous pieces of furniture that has ever 
heen discovered The Times’ World 
Copyright—By arrangement with the Earl of 
Carnarvon.

ANOTHER THEORY. 


A great deal of discussion is expected to 
centre round the bust which was removed 
from the tomb to-day. Archaeologists affirm 
that nothing of the kind has ever been found 
in the.tomb before. Many theories are ad- 
vanced to account for its presence, the most 
plausible being that it is one of those “ authen- 
tic portraits,” curious heads, or, perhaps, 
death masks, found im tombs of the ancient 
kingdom, which are supposed to have been 
buried with the dead as a record of the royal 
features should the mummy or the mummy 
case be destroyed.

From several quarters there come suggestions 
that, although the Conference is dispersed, rt 
may not be really and definitely dead. The 
most characteristic indication to this efiect 
is the news that quite late on Sunday night 
iste} Pasha inquired by telephone whether 
Lord Curzon had really left. After midnight 
he got a number of newspaper correspondents 
together, and assured them that only the 
financial: and economic clauses stood in the 
way of a settlement. He deprecated the idea 
that there had been any rupture. All that 
had happened was a suspension of the Con- 
ference. 

Our Special Correspondent at Lausanue 
agrees that it is too soon to look upon the 
Conference as defunct. He believes that even 
gtill Ismet has power, if he likes, subject to 
consultation with Angora, to sign. On the 
other hand, he thinks that the assent of 
Angora to an immediate signature is very un- 
likely. But from Constantinople there is 
another hint that Turkey is not believed to 
have uttered her last word. “Most people 
think that after all something- wiil be 
arranged,”” is our Correspondent’s summary 
of opinion thers. The imapression is shared 
by manv shrewd students of the Near Hast 
in London and in Paris. 

French opinion naturally has been deeply 
disturbed by the collapse at Lausanne. It 
is wndignant at the arrogance of the Turks, 
and at the ungrateful return they have made 
for French good-will. Whatever may be the 
views of French politicians, whose share of 
responsibility for the breakdown 1s not In 
question, the French people appears to have 
seized at once upon the true lesson of Sun- 
day’s catastrophe. It-hae grasped the truth, 
which we have never ceased to preach in 
these columns, that France and England must 
stand together in unshaken and sunshakable 
union upon Near Eastern questions if they 
are to obtain a settlement worth signing. 
Nothing but the spectacle of that union can 
prevent Angora from plunging the Near East 
into fresh and measureless woes.

SUB-SHERIFY’S HOUSE 
DESTROYED. 

Within twenty-four hours of the burming of 
Colonel Guinness’s mansion at Clermont Park, 
another County Louth residence has been 
given to the flames, and the damage done is 
estimated at £6,000. The latest victim )8 
Mr. John J. Russell, Fub-Sherifí for the 
County Louth, who resided at Bally gosran 
louse, seven miles south of Dundalk. The 
house was a two-storey building. 


At eleven o'clock on Saturday night, when

the servants had retired, a loud knocking was 
heard at the hall-door. Mr. Russell went to 
a window and asked what was wanted. Ouvt- 
de were three young men.

refused to open. He said that they probably 
wanted to take him away, or to burn the 
house. He wes told that nething of the kind 
was going to happen, and that he would be 
all right. 

Further attempts to pereuade him te open 
the door having failed, one of the men left 
the doorway. and went towards the haggard 
As he did so Mr. Russell called his wife. 
family, end servants, told them to dress, and 
pleced them at the several windows to watch 
developments Within two minutes 
man who had left the halidoor returned, 
carrying with him a large pole, which he had 
taken from the haggard. He went to the 
kitchen door, and, with the pt le, burst it in. 

Mr. Russell, who was inside, ordered the 
men not to come further. The leader, th 
man with the pole, then called on one of his 
helpers to fire. A man, who carried a re- 
volver, refuged to fire, and the leader shouted 
“(dive it to me, and I will fire; but the re- 
volver was not handed to him. Then the 
leader Jifted a milking can, which he had 
carried from the dairy, and threw the con 
tents over the table The can had been filled 
with paraffin oil, which had beon taken irom 
the coach-house. A wisp of hay was flung on 
the tables, and a fire was started in the 
kitchen. 

TEN MINUTES TO CLEAR OUT, 

While the kitchen was burning Mí 
Russell was told that he would cet ten minutes 
in which to take amy valuables he required from 
the house. He took with him his desk, 
tainig his private papers, flung

furniture out of a window, and came 
through the hallway lifted several overcoats. 
Hie wife and children had saved some of their 
clothing. 

While the ten minutes were passing, the 
armed men—about a dozen of them had ap- 
parentiy been hiding near the haggard, and 
quickly descended on the place—invaded the 
ten rooms in the house, and sprinkled paraffin 
on the floors The rooms began to burn 
simultaneously, and Mr. Russell and his 
family were compelled to etand on the lawn, 
and watch their home being gutted. The 
armed men stopped for over an hour, te make 
certain that no attempt was made to prevent 
the flames from gutting the entire house and 
outofiices. 

All the men who took part in the raid were 
strangers to the locality. Thev were all 
young. They did not wear masks or dis- 
guises of any kind. 

Seen yesterday morning, Mr. Russell said 
that he was informed that the place was 
being fired because he was an official of tha 
Govermment. (For many vears Mr. Rosse! 
has been Sub-Sheriff of the county, and fe- 
cently the Free State Government notified the 
continuance of his appointment.) He war 
told that they had nothing azainst him per- 
sonaliy, but that they were carrying out this 
work as a protest against the executions 
which had taken place. Mr. Russell pointed 
out to the leader that he was a member of 
the Church of Ireland, and asked if this had 
anything to do with the burning of hia home. 
The leader replied, “We care nothing for

BY STRIKERS.

POSITIONS ABANDONED 
AT NIGHT. 
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Yesterday a number of mill worker in 
Cork seized two of the flour mills in 
which have been idle for a fortnight in conse- 
quence of the strike, and hoisted the red flag 
over them. They remained in occupation oi 
the mills for the day, but at 6 o'clock in the 
evening they handed back the keys to the

Furlong's Mill, on the was fret 
seized, but the men found portion of 
the machinery had been dismantled, and they 
set to work to get the machinery going. 

The Cork Steam Mills, on Georges quay, 
belonging to Messrs. J, W. McMullen and 
Sons. were entered about the dame hour. Here 
also parta of engines had been removed to 
prevent the mill being worked, but the men 
made ‘good the defect. It was intended to 
also occupy Messrs. Shaw's mill, in John 
street, but it was found that the stocks o! 
grain were exhausted, and that nothing re- 
mained with which to run the mill. 

In an interview, one of the Strike Com- 
mittes,, having explained that there was no 
friction between the men and the employers, 
said that the men intended to hold possession 
of the mills until such time as a settlement 
of the strike is reached, or the stocks of flour 
on hands are exhansted. All the trouble had 
arisen from the importation of American and 
English flour. There would have been no 
necessity for a reduction of wages or in the 
standard of living of the workers. had it not 
been for the unlimited quantities of foreign 
flour that were coming into the city. The

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CORK HARBOUR DUES. 


| TRADERS DEMAND A REDUCTION. 


Under the auspices of the Cork Industria] 
Deve lopine Association, an important con 
ference was held in Cork yesterday to dis- 
cuss the steps to be taken with a view to 
having Cork Harbour Port dues reduced. 

The Chairman (Mr. P. Crowley) pointed out 
that Cork port dues on & cargo of wheat wer 
£750, whereas in Dablin and Belfast the 
charges were £343. These high dues in Cork 
were penalising the city to a creat extent, 
an! outside the question of pounds, shillings, 
and pence, the interesta involved concerned 
the trade, commerce, and employment in the 
Sonth Elaborate schemes had been made 
out for the development of the harbour and 
port, bunt if the present dues were to obtain 
it would be absolutely useless to proceed with 
these plans. 

The Secretary to the conference submitted 
g comparative statement of the dnes of the 
Irish porte, showing that the Cork charges 
were on an average about le. per ton in ex- 
cear of those levied at other norte 

Mr. Joseph O'Sullivan, Harbour Commia- 
sioner, dealt with the handicap to the ecg 
and poultry trade owing to the high charges, 
and said that the Harbour Board dues were 
framed apparent!y with the object of getting 
everything possible out of anything that 
would stand it without regard to the genera! 
benefit of the country. 

Mr. James Harrington put the case of the 
effect of the charges on the farming com- 
inunity, saving that they were hardest hit. 

Mr. Heffernan spoke of the disabilities of 
the Cork shippers;—er thev were placed at a 
disadvantage compared with Dublin and Pel- 
fast. . 

Mr. McCarthy said thet the Harbour 
Roard’s high tariffs were dne to its excessive 
expenditure, and said that drastic economy 
by tle Commissioners was necessary. 

"Mr. Fitegerald put the case of the motor 
trade, and said that the charges were most 
unfair. It would he cheaper to land a car 
at Waterford and drive it to Cork. 

Senator Love assured the Conference of his 
sympathetic support. The first step should 
be to bring the harbour charges in conformity 
with the charges in other porta. 

A committee was formed to prepare as state- 
ment for submission to the Harbour Board to 
impress upon them the imperative nocessity

EIGHT OF THE VICTIMS, 
SOLDIERS, 


a —-—— 


Eight British soldiers and a young boalman 
lost their lives through a boating accident on 
Sunday night in Dundrum Bay, near New- 
castle, Co. Down. A party of soldiers from 
Ballykinlar Camp visited Dundrum village, 
which is about a mile across the bay, to 
spend a iew hours’ leave with friends. They 
were returning to camp by a ferry boat, at 
about 10.30 p.m., when the boat capsized 
in consequence of the choppy sea. 
The names of the victims are :— 
Company Sergeant-Major A. 1, 
2nd Batt. Cheshire Regiment. 
Sapper J. Dothridge, Royal Engineers. 
Pte. R. W. Wellard, 2nd West Kents. 
Lance-Corporal A, H. Hunt, 2nd West 
Kente. 

Lance-Corporal A. Howe, 2nd West Kents. 
Pie. A, W. Hynam, 2nd West Kents. 

Pte. A. H. Bellingham, 2nd West Kents, 
Pte. W. Broom, 2nd West Kents.

The men left their friends at about 10 o’clock, 
and endeavoured to engage a motor to take 
them to Ballykinlar. ey were unable to 
get one. Ten of the party then decided to 
cross the stnall stretch of water in the Bay 
from Dundrum Quay to Ballykinlar Point. 
They engaged the services of Mr. Robert 
Lowey, and a small boat, which started in 
charge of Mr. Lowey and his young son. 
The sea was rather choppy, and a strong 
current. was running, it being within an hour 
of full tide. 

When the boat had gone abont 150 yards 

from the quayside observers heard shouts and 
cries of distress, but they could not see any- 
thing in the watér, the moon being over- 
clouded. 
Soon the cries were repeated. Two boats 
were, therefore, manned, the first by Mr. 
Elies Connor and Mr. Burns, and the other 
by Mr. Felix Redmond, Mr. Thomas Lowey, 
son of Mr. Robert Lowey, and Mr. Harry 
Burns. They separated and rowed in diffe- 
rent directions. 

One of the boats returned without finding 
any trace of the men, but the other, in charge 
of Mr. Redmond, went towards the point, 
and after a clos search, found Private 
Haggar standing in the water up to his arm- 
pits. He was pulled into the boat, and act- 
ing on the irformation he gave, the search 
was continued, until 100 yards further on the 
rescue boat came upon the upturned craft 
in which the soldiers had began their home- 
ward journey. Clinging to the uptarned boat 
were the owner and another soldier. 

These survivors were rescued and removed 
with all speed to Dundrum. 

FINDING THE DROWNED. 

No trace of any other men was found until 
early yesterday morning, when Special Con- 
stable M‘Ilroy saw on the sand the body of 
a soldier about-200 yards from Ballykinlar 
Point. It was lying face downwards. The 
point of discovery was below high water 
mark. The remains have since been identi- 
fied as those of a sergeant of the Cheshires. 
He was dressed in civilian clothes. He ap- 

ared to have made a strong fight for his 
life. He had divested himself of a heavy 
overcoet which he was known to be wearing,

“scow,”” with a flat bottom, and it is 
assumed that, being overweighted and tossed 
by the heavy seas that were running, ‘t 
became waterlogged, and sank. 

HOW IT HAPPENED. 

Mr. Robert Lowey, the owner of the 
boat, in an interview, said that the men im 
the boat gol nervous when a wave splashed 
into it.. He told them to sit still or they 
would capsive the boat. 

“They still gob excited,” he continued, 
“and I think they did not want to get their 
clothes wet. They moved about, and to 
avoid the waves went over to one eide, I 
said, ‘For goodness sake, sit down.’ 

“Leas or more the boat s:arted to 
u quite suddenly. It left us all in the 
water. This was, I think, 100 yards from the 
Dondrum shore. We all went into the 
water, and there was a terrible state of con- 
fusion. I did my best for everyone. I gave 
everyone I could an oar, and also handed 
them pieces of the fittings of the boat. 

“I said to my son, who was struggling 
in the water, ‘Did you lose your oar” He 
made no reply, and I lent him mine, and also 
gave & soldier an after-sheet. I did my best 
to cheer them up, and I said, *If you hold on 
to anything at all it will bring you ashore.’ 
I called on every man to cling on, and said, 
‘You will be all right.’ 

“We were then a bit off the boat, and I 
swam acroes and got hold of the boat, and I 
put six soldiers on the keel. They were all 
washed off again. One man caught hold 
again and clang on grimly, and [ righted the 
boat, and got him in. Í saved him, but I 
don’t know his name. I put this man into 
the boat, and I held on as long as I could 
until I was nearly done altogether. 

“I never saw my son again, though I 
handed him an oar. I said when I ave big 
the var, ‘If you can séve conte I wi 
take my chance about drowning,’ but he 
never answered at all. I was done when I 
was picked. fp. 

“It was a perfectly normal night, and I 
think if the soldiers had not disturbed the 
boat everything was right. We went ecross 
dozers of times, and we were always cautious. 
Indeed, many a time I ferried across on worse 
nights.” 

ie boy, Lowey, was only 17 years of ago. 
He perished on his birthday anniversary. A 
brother of his took part in the rescue, and 
was in the boat which saved his father. 

“It is a dreadful affair,” said the Rev. R. 
Ford; rector of Dundrum, after he conducted 
services in Mr. Lowey’s house. “Young

Questioned as to the weather prevailing on 
the night of the accident, George Redmond, 
en old fisherman, who knows every inch of 
the bay, said that there was a strong breeze, 
with a choppy sea. ‘‘ There was never an 
accident like fhás before in the history of 
Dundrum,” he said, “and I have often seen 
them cross on worse night:, and nothing ever 
happen.” 


THE INOUEST. 
VERDICT OF ACCIDENTAL 


DEATH. 


Dr. Wallace, Coroner for the district, 
opened an inquest on the victims of accts 
dent yesterday, 

At the outset he expressed sympathy with 
the bereaved relatives. He said that it was 
the duty of the jury to hear evidence of iden- 
tification, and to ascertain the cause of death. 
Be understood that twelve people were in the 
boat, and that the boat was not of very great 
dimensions. That, however, was not a ques- 
tion fur the jury to decide. 

The first witness was Robert Lowey, sen, 
who identified the body. of hig son, Robert, 
d 17 on the day of his death. 
He was a urer. 

District-Inspector McCreery at this stage 
asked the Coroner to caution Robert Lowey. 
The Coroner cantioned him, and stated that 
unless Lowey wished he need not give any 
evidence other than what he had already 
tendered. |
